gA N FRANCISCO, April 17.— Intense 


and continued cold in Siberia is 
causing much suffering &nd even insan­ 
ity among the American troops sta­ 
tioned there, who hadfe on doggedly in 
the hope that they will soon be re­ 
moved, say Americans reaching the 
Letterman hospital today from Siberia. 
Sub-zero temperatures are continu­ 
ous, say the soldiers, and jpss of limbs 
through freezing are frequent occur­ 
rences to men on guard duty. 
All of 
the 67 soldiers arriving here were con­ 
valescing from disease. 
No prospect of an early withdrawal 
of United States troops from Siberia 
is seen by Lieutenant Colonel David 
P. Barrows, intelligence officer of the 
American expeditionary force there, 
who arrived here to report. 
The withdrawal from north Russia 
would not affect the Siberian situa­ 
tion, he said. 
Colonel Barrows 
has 
been 
men­ 
tioned as a possibility for president 
of the University of California. 
Lieutenant Colonel Barrows said he 
believed these reports of conditions 
w-ere exaggerated to some extent. He

Motion to Reconsider Law 
Is Made After It* Has 
Been Adopted 
t 
m" 
•SACRAMENTO, April 17.— The mo- 
tor vehicle act, revolutionizing the 
state tragic laws, was passed by the 
senate late yesterday but is held today 
on Senator Harris* motion for recon­ 
sideration. 
It has already passed the 
assembly, Frank Ecksward of Burlin­ 
game being the author. 
The bill provides for 35 miles an 
hour on clear stretches of highway. 
It demands that headlights shall throw 
a minimum beam of 1200 apparent 
candlepower IOO feet ahead of the 
car. 
Other rigid headlight restrictions 
are included to lessen the danger from 
both poor lights and from headlight 
glare in night driving. 
The license regulations are changed, 
the plan proposing great savings to 
the state, as well as greater conven­ 
ience.

The act also provides that munici­ 
palities may not enforce local legisla­ 
tion conflicting with the provisions of 
the state law except in a few specified 
instances.

This is indicated by a survey of 
garbage collection made by the Pitts­ 
burg Sanitary Commission, whose fig­ 
ures are used by the government ex­ 
perts in directing national campaigns 
for waste elimination. 
Washington, the survey shows, 
is 
the most prodigal, since her municipal 
garbage pail each year contains 213 
pounds of discarded food per inhabi­ 
tant. Cleveland, with a discard of 166 
inwinds per i>erson, is in the wasteful 
class. 
New York, despite it’s title as 
the big spending town, discards only 
lo? pounds per person.

AT TOE KEYHOLE’ 


Premier Lloyd-George. in a recent 
iterriew defending the Peace Con­ 
ference and pleading for more public 
Nlfldence and patience, complained 
Aet 
“false news” 
was continually 
Ipread broadcast and 'all ears were 
flued 
to the 
keyhole” 
where 
the 
statesmen were conducting their de­ 
liberations. 
Much of the Premier’s plea is no 
doubt well grounded. The task of the 
Conference has been difficult beyond 
si] precedent, and a great deal of the 
delay which has so worn upon the 
world’s patience has probably been 
unavoidable. 
At the same 
time, it 
must be said that much of the public 
attitude against which 
Lloyd-George 
protests so vigorously is of the Peace 
Conference's own making. 
It is true that ears have been "glued 
to the keyhole.” But in general, they 
were the ears of those who had a 
right to hear what was going on. It 
is true that “false news” has been 
published. But in general it has been 
pub(2^ed as the nearest approxima­ 
tion to the truth that the correspond­ 
ents were able to arrive at, and pub­ 
lished because the public insistently 
demanded some intimation of what 
was being done. 
The public, in America and else­ 
where, expected that this peace set­ 
tlement would consist of “open cove­ 
nants openly arrived at.” President 
Wilson seems to have fought for an 
open policy, without success. 
There 
is no question that the terms will be 
openly revealed before any nation Is 
committed to them Irrevocably. But 
certainly these terms have not been 
arrived at openly. And therein lies 
the chief reason for the growing pub­ 
lic dissatisfhction.> 
This secrecy is the old vice of diplo­ 
mats, who cannot believe even yet 
that the people are intelligent enough 
to be trusted with information as to 
what is being done in their name. 
The real question is always whether 
the diplomats are intelligent and hon­ 
est enough to perform adequately the 
leak they are charged with. The only 
way to insure their proper handling 
of the work is to keep them in toucn 
with the nations they represent and 
check up their efforts by current pub­ 
lic opinion. 
Nobody has expected or wanted tho 
Peace Conference to blurt out every­ 
thing. Tact and reticence are neces­ 
sary in all delicate negotiations. But 
these diplomatic virtues have been 
perverted and abused, to the harm of 
tbs diplomats themselves. The Peace 
Conference would almost certainly be 
much farther along with its task to­ 
day, and conditions generally would 
he vastly better, if it had taken the 
world-public into its confidence right 
along.

The failure of the Japanese delega 
tion to secure the insertion 
in

constitution of the League of Nations 
of an “endorsement of the principle 
of equality of nations and just treat­ 
ment of their nationals'' demonstrates 
how- “safe and conservative” 
is 
the 
structure of the league. Doubtless 
a 
majority vote could have been 
had 
for this amendment, but since unani­ 
mity was impossible, it had 
to 
be 
omitted. 
Also, hard as it is for the Japanese 
to see it, the decision was a just one. 
Of the principles demanded, the only 
international one is already granted 
Jar>an in the very structure of the 
league. Not “equality of nations,” but 
equal membership in the five superior 
nations, is granted Japan The Jai*an- 
ese nation is thus recognized, in in­ 
ternational affairs, 
a* 
not 
merely 
equal to. hut superior to most other 
nations, and as equal to the five high­ 
est. 
Henceforward, nothing can 
be 
done, at the 
council 
table 
of the 
w'orld. without Japan’s consent. Na­ 
tionally, Japan has received, not only 
recognition, but 
the 
very 
highest 
place. 
But what Japan 
was 
really con­ 
cerned nlxmt was the second princi­ 
ple of “treatment of their nationals.” 
And the demand was. not for 'justice.’’ 
which is truism in a just world, but 
for the transfer of jurisdiction to de­ 
termine what is justice from the in­ 
ternal tribunals of nations to the in­ 
ternational tribunal. For instance, the 
question whether it is “just” in Cali­ 
fornia ic permit the marriage of per­ 
sons of Euroyen blood to persons of 
Japanese blood is determined by the 
laws of California. And California has 
decided that it was just that these 
two bloods should not intermingle. As 
the world is now’ organized, the judge 
of the justice of this law is California. 
As Japan would like the world re­ 
organized, the judge of the justice of 
such a law would be an international 
tribunal sitting at Geneva. It is not 
been a <l«®*tion of justice or injustice, but 
of who shall decide what is just. Our 
contention is that in international af­ 
fair* the tribunal at Geneva shall de­ 
cide, and that in democratic affairs 
the domestic tribunals shall decide. 
Analysed in this way, the justice of 
the decision at Paris is evident. It is 
not a denial of justice to the Japan­ 
ese. 
It is merely a retention by’ all 
nations, of the right 
which 
Japan 
gained for itself a few years ago— 
the right of each nation, within its : 
own boundaries, to administer its own 
Justice, by its own laws ami tribunals.
